the charge was carefully listened to. 
one of the jurors explaining that he 
was hard of hearing, taking his seat 
4 t*lose to the judge’s bench. 
There are now a total of eleven 
prisoners, all white, in the county 
jail, charged with being principals 
or accessories in the killings. In to­ 
day’s News it was stated that four 
were brought to Palestine last night 
and that sheriff Lacey of (Houston 
county was en route with two more. 
He arrived here this afternoon with

The two men are 
charged with being accessories in the 
murder of the negro who was found 
dead in Houston county and also of 
possibly being implicated in some 
of the murders in this county.

Sheriff Lacey left tonight for Hous­ 
ton county with warrants for three 
n\o**e white men and when arrested 
these will make a total of eleven.
